Washin g to n , Ap ril 12 (AP)—Ad­ 
v o cates o f the p ro p o sal to barter 
American co tto n an d wheat in 
wo rld trade fo r ru bber an d tin 
estimated to day that the tran s­ 
actio n wo u ld req u ire abo u t $90,- 
000,000 in fu n ds fro m co n g ress. 
At the same time, Sen ato rs 
Ban khead (D-Ala) an d Lu cas 
(D-H1) said the barter scheme 
wo u ld n o t deter the camp aig n 
o f so u thern an d midwestem sen ­ 
ato rs fo r a $400,000,000 in crease 
in farm ap p ro p riatio n s. 
Ban khead said that in additio n 
to the barter p ro p o sal, he wo u ld 
ask co n g ress to p lace mo re than 
3,000,000 bales o f lo an co tto n in a 
sp ecial reserv e fo r the war an d 
n av y dep artmen ts.
